NO BREAK IN PLANS 

Despite the hundreds of thousands 
who Jammed the route to the Abbey 
and taxed police, the wedding went 
off In clocklike form. The Duke and 
Princess Marina were pronounced 
mah and wife at 11.11, only thirteen 
minutes after the eervloe had started. 

They intoned their vowa after the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. The 
Duke's voice waa slightly tense and 
strained, while Princeep Marina's 
waa calm trlth a soft tone. It showed 
Just a alight trace of accent. 

Throngs which arty a few minutes 
before had acclaimed the passage of 
the wedding party from Buckingham 
Palace to the Abbey packed row on 
row of gayly decorated stands erected 
on the Abbey grounds and In adjacent 
streets aa the venerable, white-haired 
Archbishop pronounced the wedding 
lines of the Church of England. 

The Duke of Kent called hla bride 
simply “Marina.** 

She said. “I, Marina, take thee 
Oeorge Edward Alexander Edmund, to 
be my wedded husband."

Beginning with the endorsement of the League of 
Nations and World Court, the committees condemned 
“economic exploitation and imperialism, the private 
ownership of munitions industries, armed intervention 
in foreign countries for the protection of any and all 
investments of American capital, and the protective 
tariffs which create tension.” 

Every Methodist pastor in the three states was 
urged to focus public attention on attempts of college 
students to do away with compulsory military educa¬ 
tion, and to “discourage attendance at Citizens Military 
Training Camps.”

AS Queen Olga waa called, presided 
over the destinies of Greece till her 
son should come. In feverish haste, 
the country began Its preparation*. 
The Ascroff, the finest man-of-wsr. 
.was sent to Venice to fetch the King 
who. after his brothers had returned 
one by one. Prince Nicholas and his 
family last, the King himself re¬ 
turned. 

To describe the scene* of wild ex¬ 
citement which greeted King Con¬ 
stantine on his return would take 
many pages, and one wonders now 
how in his passage from the train to 
the cathedral, where a solemn To 
Deum waa sung, he waa not torn to 

F iieces by his exuberant people. In 
ts delirium of rejoicing the nation 
lifted their beloved King to a high 
pinnacle of popularity for the second 
thne, and one asks oneaelf how It 
could ever have ceased snd how any¬ 
thing as base as polltlesl Intrigues 
could ever again separate the King 
and hla people. 

EXILE AGAIN 

'Alas, the Joy tElt ended the three 
and a half years of exile in Switzer¬ 
land was only short lived; the next 
exile broke the Kings heart! 

In writing the story of Princess 
Marina's life, one cannot omit this 
important chapter which must, In 
spite of what anyone can say to the 
contrary, have left a deep and lasting 


The young King’s death wss a 
greAt grief to the. young princesses. 
They recalled hla last visit to them: 
for it Is always a solace In sorrow to 
relate over and over again the last 
time one saw a loved one alive. 

Princess Marina remembers waving 
her hand, as the car drove away from 
their home, in farewell to the hand¬ 
some young King who stood lonely 
and desolate watching hts family go, 
one by one. whilst he remained be¬ 
hind to guard his father’s sceptre 

When a fine young man with, ap¬ 
parently, all hi* career before him. la 
cut off in the flower of his life, one 
aceept’s Ood's will and cannot ask 
"why." Nevertheless, one would be 
leas than human If one could see the 
passing of a young life, wasted by so 
stupid sn accident as a monkey bite, 
whilst trying to save a pet dog from 
the tame fate, without a feeling of 
infinite sadness and very deep regret. 

About this time, too. Queen Marie 
of Roumsnia came to visit the Greek 
rural family, accompanied by her son- 
thni the Crown Prince Carol. It Is 
useless to say Prince Carol was not 
In love with Princess Helen, but he 
ceftainly was at the time, snd she 
with him.

"If onlv the powers could leave us 
alone." Mustapha Kemal said to me. 
** we can live at peace with Greece." 

King Constantine said the same. 

Yet he was faced with the terrible 
legacy of this hopeless Asia Minor 
campaign left by his predecessor. Mr. 
Yenlzelos. snd be had to make the 
brat of It. 

DISASTER FOR ROYAL FAMILY 

King Constantine, as head of the 
Hellenic forces, accompanied by 
Prince Nicholas, left for Asls Minor. 
Queen Sophie took charge of the hos¬ 
pital service with nurses who had 
been organized by a British trained 
nurse The Grand Duchess (Princess 
Nicholas) worked In the hospital* and 
the princesses were Installed at Tator. 
They turned to the theatre for dis¬ 
traction and. In the lovely park of 
T*tpr, by a beautiful moonlight, per¬ 
formed scenes from "The Merchant 
of Venice." Princess Marina made a 
very effective Lancelot Oobot. though 
she haa always preferred to play 
women s parts.

On the first day of January, as on 
the twenty-fifth of March. Independ¬ 
ence Day. two great festivities, the 
beginning of the year and the day 
which celebrated the beginning of the 
era of notional Independence, the 
royal family went In full dress to the 
cathedral, where a solemn Te Deum 
was sung.

BEFOREBOARD

Duncan. Nor. 29.—The quarterly 
meeting of the Duncan Chamber of 
Commerce waa held In the Black Cat 
Restaurant, Tuesday night, with 
• President R. Sanderson In the chair. 

For the flflh and game committee. 
Mr. Buddaby reported that following 
up the progress report received from 
the secretary of the Associated Boards 
of Trade for Vancouver Island. In 
whioh a letter from W. A. Pound. 
Deputy Minister of Fisheries, stated 
that the handling, rearing, marking 
and distribution of Atlantic salmon 
and brown trout, hatched at Cowl- 
chan Lake, were under the super¬ 
vision and direction of the staff of 
the biological statical at Nanaimo. 
This reply was In response to a re¬ 
quest that the control of sporting 
fish culture be under the direction 
of the Biological Board, as members 
of this chamber felt such was not 
the case and the mortality among the 
small fry was too large. The com¬ 
mittee advised It had taken the 
matter up with the director of the 
biological station.

up every kind of fish, leaving nothing 
for the commercial or sporting flab 
t rollers. The co-operation of the 
Victoria chamber will also be sought.

Pearson 
in endeavoring to conserve the her¬ 
ring supply and hope waa expressed 
that he take similar action to assist 
In conserving the salmon fisheries

London, Nov. ft.—A new British 
policy In dealing with Germany 
—one of direct and frank contact 
regarding disarmament and other 
matters—has been Inaug orated 
by the government in Its attempt 
to have Oermany clear up sus¬ 
picions of the Nasi rearmament 
programme by tearing away what 
Bt. Hon. Stanley Baldwin. Lord 
President of the Connell, calls **a 
veil of secrecy." 

Sir John Simon. Foreign Secretary, 
revealed In the House of Common* 
yesterday evening In concluding e one- 
day debate on empire defences that 
Mr. Baldwins speech yesterday, in 
whlth he urged Oermany to abandon 
her isolation and secrecy, had been 
communicated to Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler before It was delivered In the 
Houso of Commons. 

He said Mr. Baldhrln had felt hie 
statement regarding Oerman rearma¬ 
ments should pa made “only after 
Oermany had been informed what w* 
were about to do." Contents of the 
speech also were communicated to the 
United States. Prance and Italy, the 
Foreign Secretary said. 

AMENDMENT REJECTED 
After Sir John had concluded the 
debate, the Bolise rejected an amend¬ 
ment to the address in reply to the 
thron* speech moved by Rt. Hon. 
Winston Churchill, which declared 
British defence*, particularly In the 
air, were entirely Inadequate. The 
House then approved the government’s 
address In reply. 

Sir John asserted th# problem of 
Oerman secrecy, which he said waa a 
direct cause for uneasiness In Europe, 
was not merely an Anglo-German 
problem. “It Is a European problem— 
a world problem." he declared. 

8 lr John's announcement climaxed 
an all-day debats on Empire defence, 
during which Mr. Baldwin spoke. 

The Foreign Secretary emphasised 
there wae no difference of opinion In 
Britain on the question of defence. 
There were no advocate* of unila¬ 
teral disarmament. 

He said Mr. Baldwin's plea that 
Oermany ease the condition of nerv¬ 
ous apprehension In Europe by tear¬ 
ing away the veil of secrecy, had 
helped clear away a greet deal of *us- 
plclon. That speech had been deliv¬ 
ered to world powers, he said, “be¬ 
cause thl* Is not an Anglo-Oerman 
proposition, but e European end 
world proposition "

Mr. Baldwin In¬ 
formed the House, twenty-two squad¬ 
ron* would be added to the home de¬ 
fence, and three squadrons to the 
fleet air arm. The whole twenty-five 
would be additional to the four al¬ 
ready being formed In the current 
year. 

First-line air strength would thus 
be Increased by 300 aircraft, plus the 
necessary reserves. wflleh the Royal 
Air Force considered would be ample. 
He mentioned that Britain's latest 
types of military planes have a speed 
of more than 330 miles an hour.

A MERY’S VIEWS 

Rt. Hon. L. C. M. S. Aroery en¬ 
dorsed the summoning of the Empire 
to British counsels at th* earliest 
possible moment. He suggested the 
government ask a loan of C 100.000,- 
000 for defence. Nothing, he said, 
would help the world like knowing 
England was going to make good the 
breaches in her defence*.
